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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(aHd), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Title 

2. The title is not descriptive of the invention, because the invention is drawn to a means for 
blocking the cover from opening. Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7 and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bolivar US 
4.741.260. 

Bolivar '260 teaches an overpressure safety lock, comprising a reservoir (7). a cap (2). a piston 
(and a spring, whereby the piston engages positioning means (8) on the cap to prevent rotation in the 
opening direction. 

Regarding claims 7 and 13, Examiner notes that because the cap is provided with a plurality of 
recesses, the cap will always be positioned to receive the blocking device. 

5. Claims 1, 5. 9. 11 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chang 
et al. US 5.570.804, 

Chang '804 teaches a radiator cover comprising a radiator coolant reservoir, a cap (1), and a 
blocking device comprising a form fit between the teeth of toothed disk (12) and toothed plate (21).

6. Claims 1, 5, 9. 1 1 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Triberti 
US 6,178,930. 

Triberti '930 teaches a safety cap comprising a cap (1), a reservoir, and a form fit between 
indentations (7) and (21) activated by a high temperature/pressure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

8. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bolivar US 4,741 ,260 in 
view of Sheffler et al. US 5,791 ,506. 

Bolivar '260 does not disclose a closing part projecting into the connection piece. 

Sheffler '506, in the embodiment of figures 2 or 4, teaches a sealing liner which projects into a 
container neck opening/connection piece. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the sealing liner of Bolivar '260, providing the liner taught by Sheffler '506, motivated by 
the benefit of sealing against the neck opening inner wall. 

9. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bolivar US 4,741,260. 
Bolivar '260 does not disclose the pin arranged on the cover, moveable into a recess on the 

reservoir. 

Examiner notes the claim is drawn to a reversal of the working parts of the Invention. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the safety locking means of Bolivar '260, providing the piston on the cap, to project into a 
recess on the reservoir, because such a modification is a mere reversal of the working parts of the 
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invention. It has been held that a mere reversal of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Einstein, 8 USPQ 167.
